The quiet, sincere, earnest m an­ 
ner in which Thuel Burnham, pianist, 
rendered his well-chosen program at I 
the Brainerd Musical club Saturday j 
afternoon appealed directly 
to his 
audience. 
His opening number “ Bourre” by I 
Bach was clear-cut, precise and d ig - 1 
nilled. 
A Mozart Pastoral followed ‘ 
it, sw eetly and tranquilly played in 
soft pure tones. 
There were three interesting Bee­ 
thoven selections, the last of which 
was the march from “ The Ruin* of 
A thens.” 
This march suggests the 
rude but spirited martial music of a 
half barbaric people, sim ulating the 
ever-nearing approach of marching 
troops, their arrival and then their 
gradual receding.

Burnham and his Steinw ay Concert 
Grand piano, which travels with him 
on his concert tours together with a 
man who tunes the instrument before 
every concert, responded so well to 
the demands of this Beethoven com ­ 
position that the hearers had vivid 
pictures of the marching troops, ap­ 
proaching. at hand and departing. 
The four selections in the Chopin 
group were familiar and much lov 
ed numbers. 
Mr. Burnham portray­ 
ed particularly 
well the 
rockaby 
movement with the left hand and the 
lullaby song of the mother with the 
right hand in the “ Berceuse” which Is 
consider**! the finest cradle song ever 
written for the piano. 
The Polonaise 
in 
this group was unusually 
well 
played too. with its stirring intro­ 
duction. and then its sw in ging m eas­ 
ures suggesting the proud military 
bearing of feudal heroes 
and the

The Rachmaninoff “ Prelude in G 
Minor” was a new number of Brain­ 
erd programs a3 w as also the peculiar 
but charm ing “Reflect dem Lean” by 
the French composer Debussy.

in the Survey. 
Newfoundland is in that section of 
the Pocono* n ear where Wayne, Pike 
and Mon rot* counties (Pennsylvania), 
meet. 
Originally the iund was settled 
by hardy and Industrious Germans, and 
the descendants of these |ample are still 
the predominant element in tile popu­ 
lation. 
Religiously it was a community 
ministered to by tin* M oravians and in 
Inter .tears by the Methodists also. Tile 
soil is mediocre, aud no sujierfieiul ob­ 
server would pick tliis locality for a 
rural dem onstration field. 
However, sin h it bas become. 
Ju st 
about a year ago tile com m unity, act­ 
ing as a social unit, bought out its 
country hotel and converted tho hos­ 
telry into a com m unity house ami the 
baru into a com m unity hull and gym ­ 
nasium. 
T h e beginnings! of this work can be 
truced to Ute patient cam paign of the 
W. C. T. I*., which even in u locality 
such as described found that rural peo­ 
ple are willing to lend their support to 
tin* tem perance movement. 
Hut there 
have been other sources of inspiration 
aud leadership. 
For some years New­ 
foundland has I ice n blessed with strong 
pastors w hose spiritual leadership con­ 
cerned Itself with the hallowing of nil 
of life*.

The Way Poisoners Fared In the 


Old Days In England. 


TORTURE FOR MINOR CRIMES. 


Mutilation Used to Be a Favorite Form 
of Puniehment, and the Slanderer*! 
Tongue W as Plucked Out— The Pen­ 
alty For High Treason. 


In these merciful days, when a man 
who publishes a libel on the king es­ 
capes with a few months’ imprison­ 
ment, it seems scarcely credible that 
us late as 187U the punishment ordain­ 
ed by the law for high treason was 
that the offender should be draw’n on 
a burdie to the place of execution anil 
there should be hanged by the neck 
until he was (lead; that then his head 
should be severed from his body, that 
his body be divided into four quarters 
und that his bend and quarters be at 
tile disposal of the crown. 
And this was by no means the worst 
fate that might befall a criminal In the 
so called “ good obi days,” as one John 
Roose, a cook of Henry V illa s day. 
found to Ids cost. 
Roose was convict­ 
ed of the heinous crime of putting poi 
■on in tile broth Intended for the fam i­ 
ly of no less reverend a personage than 
the bishop of Rochester. 
Fo r such • 
crime banging, drawing and quarter­ 
ing was too merciful a punishment 
•‘Something lingering, with boiling oil." 
or at least water, was decided to be the 
punishment that best fitted the crime 
and with this object n special act of 
parliament was passed ordaining lioll 
lug alive as the punishment for this 
felony. 
John Roose expiated Ills sins1 


I i i a cauldron of hot water, and a few 
years later, in 1542. one Margaret Davy 
met the same fate at Smithfield. 
So gravely was the crime of poison 
tug regarded in these days of old that, 
It is recorded, a Scotsman, one Thomas 
Bellic, and Ids son w we banished for 
life for administering poison to a cou 
pie of noisy bens belonging to « neigh­ 
bor. 
These were indeed days when the 
man of violent temper or criminal 
tendencies must operate warily. 
If by 
uny evil chance he came to blows and 
drew blood within Hie precincts of the 
kiug’s palace he was Inevitably con 
demned to lose his right hand, anil a 
statute of Henry V H I. regulated the 
whole grewsotne ceremony, with all 
its functionaries, from the surgeon who 
was to amputate the offending mein 
her, to the Individual who used the 
searing irons, the yeoman of the scul­ 
lery wlio made the irons red hot ut 
Ids fire and the sergeant of tile cellar 
who was provided “ with a pot of red 
wine to give tile same party after Id* 
hand is so stricken off aud tile stump 
sen red.” 
Mutilation was a favorite form of 
punishment iii those good old days. 
following, no doubt, the Scriptural pen­ 
alty, "an eye for an eye and a tooth 
for n tooth.” 
Tims the slanderer's 
tongue was pulled out, Ro 
that he 
could at least utter slander no more, 
and he who destroyed the sight of e 
one eyed man lost lad Ii his own eyes. 
By the Coventry act in the time of 
Charles II. any person who should ma­ 
liciously put out the eye. slit the nose 
or disable any limb of uitotiier with in­ 
tent to maim or disfigure him was to 
pay for the wrong with Ids life. 
By 
another net the man who fought wvitb 
weapons In a church bad one of his 
ears cut off. 
lf be had already lost 
both ears, as many a malefactor had, 
he was branded in the cheek with the 
letter " F .” 
By an Ret of Queen Elisabeth’s reigu 
the forger was condemned to stand lo 
the pillory, to have his ears cut off by 
the common hangman, his nostrils slit 
up and sen red und to tie Imprisoned 
for life, and by a statute of Jam es 1. 
nu unfortunate bankrupt was nailed 
by an ear to the pillory for two hours. 
and then his ear was cut off. 
lf an enterprising fanner were fool 
Ish enough to scud any of his live 
sheep out of the country he paid a 
terrible price for Ids rashness, for his 
goods wore forfeited, be was sont to 
Jail for twelve months, and on roeov 
erltig bls liberty Ids left hand was cut 
off in a public luarket and nailed up 
there as a warning agalust the danger 
of illicit exports. 
If he offended a sec 
mid time he paid for his daring with 
his life, 
lf he set covetous eyes ou a 
neighbor’s sheep ami annexed cue of 
them be was unceremoniously hanged 
by the neck until lie was dead. 
In ­ 
deed. thousands of unfortunate* paid 
with their lives for thefts much more 
insignificant. 
Burning alive wus. of course, a com­ 
mon 
punishment for 
witchcraft for 
tunny a century, down to a couple of 
hundred years ago, and many of the 
victims who were accused of “ selling 
their souls to the devil” were children 
under ten years of age. 
In 172d Edward Burnworth. a high­ 
wayman. refusing to plead, wus loaded 
with boards and weights. 
For more 
than an hour ho bore a mass of theta! 
weighing nearly four hundredweight. 
w hen human 
could t>ear the agony 
uo more. uuJ he prayed to lie put to 
the bar again. 
Ile pleaded "Not guil­ 
ty.” hut was nevertheless found guilty 
am] ended Iii* days on the scaffold.
